The Tragedy. 


William Gross, who was stabbed in the 


left breast by W. E. Westbrook on Sat- 
urday forenoon at Bine Mound, ia yet 
alive, but ia in a very oritioal condition.

It is to the effect that

a minor, the osiiilnnt proposing to keep 
quiet if he waa given the mouey. When 
Grose spoke to him about the change on 
the street, Westbrook stabbed him in the 
side with a knif e.eutting through a rib into 
the lung. Had not Wertbrook been re- 
moved, it is asserted that he would have 
been lynched. There are threats made 
at Blue Mound of forcibly taking the 
prisoner from the jail and hanging him 
to the nearest tree in Decatur. 


A Boy Shot. 


The report was current|on the streets 


last evening that a boy had been fatally 
shot. Investigation brought out the fact 
that little Johnny Hornstein, residing on 
East Wood street, had been handling a 
revolver which was accidentally discharg- 
ed. The bullet lodged in his leg near the 
ankle and produced a painful, though 
not dangerous wound. The bullet was 
removed by the Drs. Chenoweth.
